NEW YORK (UPI) - Charles 
Van Doren pleaded guilty today 
to lying about his appearances on 
rigged TV shows and received a 
suspended sentence from a judge 
who said he could "read the hu­ 
miliation on your face.” 
Van Doren. 35, the former Co­ 
lumbia University instructor who 
won 
$129,000 
on 
the 
show, 
“Twenty One,” five years ago, 
changed his plea to guilty to the 
perjury charge when he appeared 
before Special Sessions Court Jus­ 
tice Edward F. Breslin. 
Van Doren spoke only the word 
“guilty” as he appeared, gaunt 
and sober faced, aking with IO 


other former contestants on TV 
quiz shows. All were charged with 
getting the answers in advance. 
Van Doren’s attorney told the 
court his client was "penitent and 
remorseful.” His wife, Geraldine, 
whom he married shortly after 
his sensational TV appearances in 
November, 1956, stood in tne back 
of the courtroom as the judge 
pronounced the suspended sen­ 
tence. 
She was near tears. Van Doren 
had hugged her before he went 
before the bench. 
Breslin told Van Doren that his 
punishment had begun the very

Bensalem Township’s Water and 
Sewer Authority did an about fare 
last night by ordering the water 
supply to a dozen homes turned on 
again after having it shut off ear­ 
lier in the day. 
Meeting hurriedly in emergency 
session, the authority reversed it­ 
self by unanimously 
voting 
to 
dump a Dec. 8 ruling to crack 
down tm families who owe as 
much as $565 on their water bill 


At that time, the authority, by 
a split vote decision, adopted a 
motion to “collect in full” the 
amount owed by all persons in 


the township. The plan, which 
went into action yesterday morn­ 
ing, was to begin shutting off the 
water of those families owing $200 
or more, then doing the same 
thing to families owing $100, and 
so on down the line. 
Plan Backfires 
But the plan apparently back­ 
fired when families left without 
water started flooding the wires 
with phone calls to the authority, 
the board of supervisors and to 
the Courier-Times. 
Many of the callers even ap­ 
pealed to the county health de­ 
partment but were told that, at 
this point, it constituted no health 
problem.

SANTO DOMINGO (UPI) - 
Street fighting broke out today 
between embattled youths and po. 
lice and troops in the wake of 
the fall of the government last 
night. 


Two 
persons 
were 
reported 
killed in separate clashes between 
rock-throwing youths and author! 
ties using tear gas and n o i s e 
bombs.' Reports from Santiago, 
the country's second largest city, 
said five persons had been killed 
and several others wounded in 
street clashes of the past 24 
hours. 
The new rioting broke out when 
mobs tried to stop firemen from 
fighting a blaze at the downtown 
Uruguay elementary school. The 
fire, of apparent incendiary ori­ 
gin, drew hundreds to Independ­ 
ence Square, site of yesterday’* 
violent street battles. 
There was no immediate report 
of casualties. 


Five members of the seven-man 
council of state, including Presi­ 
dent Joaquin Balaguer, quit office 
Tuesday night in an apparent pal­ 
ace coup d’etat engineered by 
armed forces secretary Gen. Pe­ 
dro Rodriguez Echevarria.

LEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo 
(UPI) — United Nations sources 
said today that 20 Roman Cath­ 
olic missionaries were beaten with 
bicycle chains before being slain 
by marauding Congolese troops on 
New’ Year's Day. 
The priests were reported beat­ 
en with chains by members of a 
mob of 300 to 400 Congo youths 
and then shot by the Congolese 
soldiers. 
Their bodies then were dismem­ 
bered and thrown into a river by 
the youths, who accused t h e 
priests of “preventing us f r o m 
procreating.’’ 
One of the priests may have es­ 
caped 


The sources said the incident 
took place in KongoCo. in northern 
Katanga about 20 miles outh of 
the Kivu Province border.

came from an African seminarian 
who told his story under oath to 
the U.N. representative in Buk- 
avu, Kivu Province, and a Roman 
Catholic monsignor.

principal. 
More than 300 persons, includ­ 
ing teachers, parents, Negro civic 
representatives and members of 
the Negro press attended the hear­ 
ing in the Charles H. Boehm 
School in Lower Makefield. 
The teacher, Miss Eleanor T 
Moore, 222 Oliver Ave., Trenton, 
suspended second grade teacher 
at the 
Fallsington 
Elementary 
School, is the only Negro teach 
er in the 15-school Pennsbury sys­ 
tem. 
Main witness called last night 
was Sidney B. Oppenheimer of 
1811 
Wrightfield 
Ave., 
Lower 
Makefield, her former principal 
Beckert School Attorney 
Paul R. Beckert, District At­ 
torney of Bucks County, acted as 
attorney for the school adminis­ 
tration, while Robert C. Nix Jr., 
a prominent Philadelphia Negro 
attorney, represented Miss Moore 
After about three and a half 
hours’ testimony, the school board 
which heard the testimony and 
must decide the teacher’s fate 
adjourned the hearing until 9 a.rn 
Saturday, Jan. 27, at the same 
school. 
Exhibit B-l 
Beckert called as his first wit­ 
ness Dr. Charles S. Mu Schell 
regional superintendent of Penns­ 
bury schools, who introduced as 
evidence exhibit B-l. This was a 
letter from the board to Miss 
Moore informing her of dismissal 
proceedings against her and out­ 
lining 15 counts of ‘failures” in 
her duties. 
The next witness was Oppen 
heimer, who is now principal at 
Manor Elementary School.

He said one day, after all teach­ 
ers had been told not to take 
children outside when it was too 
cold, he discovered Miss Moore in 
side a hallway looking out at the 
children. She said she could view 
the children better from that 
viewpoint, he said.

er,’’ Oppenheimer said he told 
her. “then ifs too cold for the 
children." However, upon inform 
ing her of her duty, he said Miss 
Moore complied. 
Later, when Nix cross-examined 
Oppenheimer, he queried Oppen- 
heimer’s judgment in criticizing 
Miss Moore “merely for not cir 
coating” among the students 
when she was on duty as super­ 
visor of the playground or cafe 
teria. 
Testimony disclosed that Oppen 
heimer failed to make any rec 
ords of this and other incidents 
and did not begin making such 
reports until about a year later 
Nix sought to indicate Oppenheim 
er had failed in his own duty as 
principal and administrator.

Under the Authority by-laws, 
each officer receives a salary of 


$1,800 annually. However, since 
there are six officers and only six 
members, t h r e e from Bristol 
Township and three from Tully 
town, In effect every member re­ 
ceives that salary. 
Feehly is the newest member 
appointed last December by Tully 
town Borough Council to replace 
Mrs. Goldie Santoro.
